Senators Vi ill Meet 
On CR Resistance 


WASHINGTON i.P*—Sen. Rus­ 
sell D-Ga called a meeting of

The Senate finished its rew rit­ 
ing of the House-passed measure 
late yesterday, but final argu­ 
ments on its passage were put 
over until next week. 
‘This bill is not going to work 
any hardship on the people of 
Georgia/’ Russell said in advance 
of the closed meeting in his of­ 
fice. But he said he was going to 
vote against it. 
Senate Democratic 
L e a d e r 
Lyndon B. Johnson of Texas said 
he hoped for a roll call vote 
Wednesday on final passage. He 
expressed hope that it would 
pass by "an overw helming m ajor­ 
ity.” 
Fate Uncertain 
But the ultimate fate of the 
bill was clouded in uncertainty 
because the House either must 
accept the Senate changes or a

LONDON UPl — Secretary of 
State Dulles, outline of a two- 
part western plan for air and 
ground arms inspection of the 
Soviet Union and most of North 
America and Europe has drawn 
a cautious first reaction from the 
Russians. 
Dulles flew back to Washing­ 
ton to report to President Eisen­ 
hower after terming the Soviet 
reaction "not as bad as had been 
feared and about as good as had 
been hoped.” 
Will Study Carefully 
Soviet Delegate Valerin Zorin 
told the U. N. disarmament sub­ 
committee the plan presented 
yesterday by Dulles would re­ 
ceive careful study. But he sug­ 
gested that it was unfair to Rus­ 
sia and favored the west. 
Under the western proposals, 
Russia and the west would ex­ 
change permission for inspectors 
to search on the ground and by 
air for warlike moves. 
Area Proposed 
The first proposed area would 
take in all the Soviet Union, 
North America above the Rio 
Grande and Europe except for 
a fringe of Ireland and southern 
parts of Spain and Portugal, 
Italy, 
A l b a n i a , Greece and 
Turkey. 
Or, under an alternate plan, 
Russia could agree to inspection 
of the Arctic area plus twro pie­ 
shaped segments with points a t 
the North Pole. This would in­ 
clude most of 
E u r ope from 
Ireland to the Urals on one side 
and A l a s k a to Russia’s Kan- 
chatka Peninsula on the other. 
Subject to Approval 
S e v e r a l smaller variations 
could be accepted, Dulles said, 
all subject to approval of the 
western nations involved. 
The subcommittee, composed 
of Britain, France and Canada 
in addition to Russia and the 
United States, will meet again 
Tuesday. 
Zorin 
complained 
that 
the 
proposals did not allow for So-, 
viet inspection of western bases 
in 
Japan, 
North 
Africa, 
the 
Middle East and elsewhere. An­ 
other Soviet spokesman later 
said the main threat to Russian 
security comes from bases ex­ 
cluded from the plan. 
Not Fully Satisfied 
The spokesman said Russia 
considered Dulles’ proposal of 
ways to control disarm ament 
meaning less without cutting 
dow'n on arms. Zorin told the

ment.’* 
Aides to Dulles, w'ho flew here 
Monday on Eisenhower’s orders, 
quoted him as saying his trip 
worked out very well.

ALBANY wv—'The Niagara Mo­ 
hawk Power Corp. disclosed today 
that it has filed with the public 
Service Commission revised sched-1 
ules calling for rate increase of j 
$10,500.000 annually. 
In schedules filed earlier with; 
the PSC the company requested 
increases totaling 515,573 000. 
A company spokesman said the 
difference in the two figures chief- j 
ly represented r reduction in rates ] 
to approximately 25 large indus­ 
trial 
users of 25-cycle electric 
power in Niagara Falls. 
The rates to the Niagara Falls 
industries were increased when 
the Sehoellkopf hydroelectric sta­ 
tion there was destroyed by a 
rockfall last summer. 
The company said it has agreed 
to furnish power to the Niagara 
Falls industries at the rates pre­ 
vailing before the station was de­ 
stroyed. 
In return, the company spokes­ 
man said, the companies have 
agreed to convert their operations 
from 25-cycle to 60-cycle power. 
The reduced rates will apply until 
the completion of, the Niagara 
River power project.

• The Handicap Chairman . . 
Since the mood of the moment appears to be moralizing, 
let us take y ou back sev eral decades to an eminent British 
golf historian who wrote thusly about that most maligned of 
all v olunteer golf workers, the handicap chairman. 
"The handicapper’s life is fraught with peril. To perform 
his duties efficiently he will indeed need mary of the qualities 
of a Gilbert and Sulliv an operetta policeman. 
"If, as is improbable, there be any one who conceiv es him­ 
self kindly dealt with by the handicapper, he will be careful 
to keep this conv iction to himself, with the judicious purpose 
of not injuring his own position in future handicaps. On the 
other hand, those who deem themselv es ill used, whose name 
is certain to be legion, will be bv no means reticent. Rather 
they will see fit to giv e ex aggerated ex pression to their sense 
of harsh treatment, with a v iew to intimidating the handicap­ 
per into awarding them more points in the future. The handi­ 
capper needs the skin of a rhinoceros to preserv e him from all 
the metaphorical niblick strokes of abuse with which he will 
be assailed. 
‘T he handicapper m ust steel his heart alik e against tears and 
execrations. Let him cultiv ate within himself a faculty for deriv ­ 
ing the greatest possible satisfaction from a sense of hav ing done 
his duty to the best of his natural ability; for, in sooth, a fte r 
infinite trouble he will find himself the most unthank ed of all 
p hilanthrop ists. You do not need a m an of v ery fine fibre for a 
handicapper; such are ap t to be too sensitiv e; but you w ant a m an 
of method, a man immune to the p ear shaped tears of the croco­ 
dile; and, finally, he m ust be a man quick at retort to crush com­ 
p lainants. . . 
Let’s face It, fellow golfers, If y our handicap chairman is 
to function properly and effectiv ely , he has to be a bit of a cad, 
y ou know7.
